IN SUMMARY JURISDICTION. 
(Before Mr Justice Clarke, Prisne Jiitge.) 
Tuesday, January 19. 


TSANG LAI. WON AND OTHERS v. THE COLLEC- 
TOR OF STAMP DUTY. 

In this case application was made by 
Tsong Lai Wun ond othera that a certain 
deed of assignment dated in February, 
1889, and made .betweou Mra Blary Ayow 
Onsldwell of the ona part-and the applicants 
of the uther part-should be ordered to be 
atumped on payment of $309, the.amount 
of stamp duty, without. psyment. of any 
penalty. . 

Mr Hastings appeared. for the applicants, 
and Mr ‘A. B. Jobnson, Crown Solicitor, 
for the Collector of Stamp Daty, 4

A STEAMER ON FIRE AT 
SHANGHAT. "' 


Early this morving ‘(says tho ‘Shanghai 
Mercury of the 16th instant) a serious-fire 
took place on board the Bhanghai Mutaal 
Stoamship Gompany’s 8,8. Feilung, which, 
to the shame of those supposed to rénder 
asaistauce in such cases, might have been 
burnt to the water's edge ‘without au effort 
being made to’ help her ‘officora and crew, 
but for the friendly offtes of w passing 
stenmor, Tho incident is a vory peculiar 


there aro io adequate arrangemonts bere 
for reporting and putting out fires on ves- 
sols in the river, aud it shows at all events 
how utterly useless men-of-war are in such 
cases, for though the harbour is full of thom’ 
notan offor of help was:made by one of 
them until all was ovor. .
